mental living, substance, protoplasm, 
the lecturer {mowed to the study of the 
cell an the primary living Individual 
and the combination of cells Into more 
complex living organism*. Following 
this he traced the comparlflon In the 
development of human society. Just j 
as elections atoms and molecules and 
••ells combine to form living organ : 
Isms, so Individuals combine to form 1 
human noclety with all their mutual 
relations and Inter-dependenrlea. So¬ 
ciety must and does follow a similar 
law of development. Amid all the
